New Panel Called in Case of Leon- 
ard Cline, Accused of Killing 
House Guest.

day for selection of a jury to try 
Leonard Cline, novelist and play- 
wright, on the charge that on May 
16 he murdered his friend and 
house guest, Wilfred P. Irwin, in 
Mansfield.

HIGHER GAS RATE FOR ST. LOUIS 
SUSPENDED FOR SIX MONTHS 


Public Service Commission Issues 
Order Pending Completion of 
An Audit. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Sept. 8. 
—The new schedule of gas rates 
proposed by the Laclede Gas Light 
Co. of St. Louis was suspended for 
another six months, in an order is- 
sued this afternoon by the Public 
Service Commission pending com- 
pletion of an audit to determine 
the operating reswits of the exist- 
ing rates. 

The suspension also applies to an 
application by the company to re- 
duce the standard of gas supplied 
in St. Louis from 600 British ther- 
mal units, the standard fixed by 
city ordinance, to 570 British tier- 
mal units. 

The proposed rate schedule was 
filed by the company early last 
May carrying an increase in rates 
to all consumers with bills of less 
than $3.30 a month, and decreasing 
rates for consumers using a large 
amount monthly. The increase 
would affect about 75 per cent of 
the gas consumers.

INTO COURT AGAIN 
BY ART NEWMAN 


Brothers to Answer Kincaid 
Bank Robbery Charge 
Based on Testimony of 
Their Sworn Enemy. 


WILL ENTER PLEAS 
AT TAYLORVILLE 


They Are to Appear There 
Monday Prepared to Give 
Bond After Declaring 
Their Innocence.

TAYLORVILLE, Iil., Sept. 


Art Newman, gambler, gunman and 
gangster, who swore even before 
he was’ sentenced to life in:prison- 
ment last July, to be avenged on 
his former associates, the Shelton 
brothers, has succeedea once 3g¢ain 
in making them defendants in a 
criminal case. 

This time the brothers—Carl, 
Earl and Bernie—have been  in- 
dicted with four others by a Chris- 
tian County grand jury fer the 
holdup of the Kincaid Trust & 
Savings Bank in 1924, in which 
the robbers dropped their loot, 
about $4000, during a running 
pistol fight, and fled empty-handed. 

From his cell in Chester peni- 
tentiary, where he is imprisoned 
for complicity in the murder of 
Mayor Joe Adams of West City, 
a Birger gang victim, Newman an- 
nounced that he “could tie up the 
Sheltons” in the Kincaid robbery. 
He was taken to Taylorville under 
heavy guard and there told the 
story which brought about the in- 
dictment. 


Helped Look Over Ground. 

He is understood to have told 
county officials, prior to testifying 
before the grand jury, that he 


drove the Shelton brothers and 
some friends to Kincaid in his 
machine some weeks before the 
holdup, so that they could look 
over the ground. He also asserted 
that in the holdup Bernie Shelton 
was wounded in the leg and was 
treated by an East St. Louis phy- 
siclan. Newman declared he took 
no part in the actual holdup. 

It was Newman’s second appear- 
ance before a grand jury for the 
indictment of tho three brothers 
who once weft the gambler’s clos- 
est friends. After the Sheltons had 
become his enemies and Newman 
had joined Charlie Birger in his 
war against the brothers, he and 
Birger involved them in the Col- 
linsville mail robbery. 


The brothers were indicted by 
the Federal grand jury and ina 
trial at Quincy last February were 
sentenced to 25 years each in the 
penitentiary. Later Harvey Dungy, 
a Birger gangster now in Chester 
penitentiary for robbery, admitted 
that he had perjured himself in 
testimony against the brothers, and 
they were released from the peni- 
tentiary on appeal bond, thereto- 
fore denied them. 


Brothers “Framed” at Quincy. 

Newman never has admitted 
that he lied on the stand at Quin- 
cy, but he has told acquaintances 
that the Shelton brothers were 
“framed up there, at Quincy.” 
Birger, now under death sentence 
for the Adams murder, has made 
no statement on the turn the case 
took with Dungy’s statement. 


Counsel for the Shelton brothers 
announced they would be in court 
before Circuit Judge Jett next 
Monday to enter pleas of not 
guilty. They will be prepare to 
furnish bond. With them will be 
Eddie Nichols, alias Mitchell, a co- 
fefendant now. under arrest in 
Joliet. The names of the three re- 
maining defendants have not been 
made public. »6

Powers Modify Polish Pro- 
posal to Outlaw War and 
Rouse Resentment of 


Small Nations.

GENEVA, Sept. 8.—What was 
said in League circles to be the 
first step toward the eventual! res- 
toration of one or more of Ger- 
many’s colonies, which were lost 
to her as a result of the war, was 
taken today when Germany was 
assured a seat on the League of 
Nations mandate commission, su- 
pervising her former colonies. 

This came as the result of a de- 
cision of the Council this after- 
noon to increase the membership 
of the commission from nine _ to 
ten. The German member will be 
appointed shortly. 

The Council likewise made the 
infportant ruling that a mandatory 
Power does not possess sovereignty 
over the territory intrusted to its 
direction. The Council did not at- 
tempt definitely to fix the political 
relationship, merely remarking that 
it is outlined by the League cqen- 
ant, by the mandates themselves, 
and by previous decisions of the 
Council. The question arose be- 
cause the Union of South Africa 
recently claimed sovereignty over 
what was formerly German South- 
west Africa. 

Polish Proposal Modified. 

The revolt of the little states 
against what is characterized as 
the great power domination of the 
League of Nations was renewed in 
the assembly meeting today when 
it was learned that the Polish plan 
to outlaw war had been whittled 
down overnight into so-called pla- 
tonic idealism. : 

Cc. J. Hambro, president of the 
Norwegian Chamber of Deputies, 
put the powers, the League and the 
world leaders on the griddle this 
morning. He declared that his 
“whole Cabinet was disappointed in 
the failure of the League of Na- 
tions to agree on disarmament 
principles.” 

The statesmen of a few great 
powers in the League, he copntin- 
ued, often settled questions in pri- 
vate; and public discussion in the 
council afterwards was a mere for- 
mality. He said that the small na- 
tions are wondering what the lead- 
ing nations are going to do about 
disarmament. One difficulty, he 
remarked, is “that there are too 
many diplomats at the League 
meeting and they are not in favor 
of publicity.” 

Hambro urged that the meeting 
of the disarmament preparatory 
commission, of which the United 
States is a member, be held in No- 
vember as scheduled, and not be 
postponed. 

Monopoly of Good Jobs. 

The speaker criticised the big 
powers for what he said was an 
apparent disposition to hold the 
good jobs of the league secretariat. 

In a scathing attack on what he 
declared was the secrecy of the 
council, Hambro charged that a su- 
preme council, which really was 
running things and which was con- 
fined to the big powers, had grown 
up within the League council. He 
said that he doubted whether the 
League leaders realized the force 
of the resentment which this devel- 
opment was engendering through- 
out the world. 

Emphasizing the great interest 
“on the other side of the ocean” in 
the move to outlaw war, Hambro 
made an appeal that the League be 
run in such way that no great pow- 
er could long remain outside. 
*"“Hambro’s declarations were 
greeted by the metnbers of the 
public at the session with a vol- 
ume of applause that has scarcely 
ever been exceetled since the inau- 
guration of the League. 

Baltic Neutralization. 

Another speaker who expressed 
the belief that the league was be- 
ing allowed to drift backward. was 
Premier Voldemaras, of Lithuania. 
He propised the neutralization of 
the Baltic States as one means of 
guaranteeing the peace of Europe. 

Nicholas Politis, of Greece, de- 
fended the council. insisting that 
it always must act prudently. He 
said he doubted the wisdom of the 
Dutch attempt to revive the 
Geneva protocol! and asserted that 
the world as a whole was pot dis- 
posed to accept compuisory arbi- 
tration until a system of penalties 
against an aggressor became prac- 
ticable.

Glory, as estimated, was sufficient 
to permit it to remain in the air 
until 8:23 o’clock Eastern Stand- 
ard time (7:23 St. Louis time), to- 
night. 

It carried 1270 gallons of gaso- 
line which it was estimated would 
keep it aloft for 56 hours and give 
it a cruising range of 5000 miles,

Not Much Hope, Says Captain. 

Capt. David W. Bone of the 
Cunard-Anchor liner Transylvania, 
the vessel nearest the spot, who 
raced his ship more than 80 miles 
to the estimated last position cf 
the plane, reported regretfully last 
night: 

“Have searched area without re- 
sult. Feel little hope of survival 
in view of rough sea at time of 
casualty.” He was proceeding on 
his voyage, he added. 

Capt. F. G. Brown of the Car- 
mania reported strong rain squalis 
and rough breaking seas, and, like 
Capt. Bone, considered there was 
“little chance of survival of co!- 
lapsible boat under present con‘li- 
tions.” 

What hope remains for the pilots 
and passenger of Old Glory centers 
in the precautions taken before the 
start against the contingency of a 
forced landing at sea. The fact 
that an SOS message by radio was 
sent indicates that the _ trouble, 
whatever fits nafure, was discov- 
ered by the aviators while still in 
flight. as the trailing aerial wire 
used would fail to function when 
submerged. 

Like Commander Byrd's plane, 
the Amnierica. which landed in the 
Channel off Ver-sur-Mer, France, 
the Old Glory was equipped with 
a rubber boat. capable of inflation 
within a short time.

SCHOOLS BAR 4000 
JNVACINATED PUL 


Children, Mostly in Kinder- 
garten Grade, Not Registered 
Till They Obey Rule. 


Between 4000 and 5000 children 
have been turned away from the 
public schools since the opening 
last Tuesday because parents had 


failed to comply with the rule re- | 


quiring all children entering the 
schools to be vaccinated, it was es- 
timated today by B. G. Shackle- 
ford, Assistant Superintendent of 
Instruction. 

As result of the rigid enforce- 
ment of the vaccination rule, the 
Board of Health clinics have been 
thronged with children undergoing 
vaccination so that they may en- 
ter school. Most of the children 
under the ban are in the kinder- 
garten grades. 

In previous years, children were 
permitted to remain in school 
pending the visit of a Board of 
Health physician. This year, how- 
ever, the schools are complying to 
the letter with the rule that “no 
child shall be admitted to a public 
school unless accompanied by a 
parent or a guardian who shall 
give satisfactory evidence that the 
child is of age required for ad- 
mittance and has been vaccinated.” 

Between 800 and 900 children 
were vaccinated during the sum- 
mer at Board of Health clinics in 
preparation for entering school, 
Shackelford said. “Most parents 
are willing to have their. children 
vaccinated in view of its proved ef- 
fectiveness,” he added. “However, 
some object to vaccination and the 
matter has been before the Board 
of Education a number of times. 
Vaccination has been required in 
the St. Louis sehools as far back 
as I can recall.”

GENEVA, Sept. 8. — Premier 
Cielens of Latvia, in an address in 
the League Assembly yesterday, 
said that sabotage of the Geneva 
security protocol had made neces- 


sary negotiations with Russia for 
a Baltic Locarno which, however, 
would not infringe on League co- 
venant obligations. He said non- 
aggression, territorial integrity and 
economic opportunity would be 
assured through treaties with Lat- 
via’s big eastern neighbor. 

Then pessimistically reviewing 
the general European political 
horizon, he said: 

“Since 1924 disarmament hopes 
have been sinking lower and low- 
er. The pre-war methods by which 
the big powers threatened force 
to secure acceptance of their poli- 
cies are still in vogue. Europe’s”’ 
military budget last year was $1,- 
443,000,000, which equaled the 
1913 figures, while the standing 
armies totaled 3,145,000, despite 
the disarming of the defeated pow- 
ers. 

“We are living in the condition 
of armed peace which preceded the 
World War. Compétition in arma- 
ments is growing undisturbed along 
with poison gas, electrical, aerial 
and scientific aids more dreadful 
than the last war’s devices.” 

He declafed Russia and the 
United States would accept a dis- 
armament and non-aggression pact 
devised sympathctically under 
Leggue auspices. 

Foreign Minister Lonegren of 
Sweden warned that the League 
is in danger, that private negotia- 
tions are leading to resumption of 
pre-war intrigues and suspicions. 
He decried the interruption of the 
disamament campaign just be- 
cause differences appeared among 
the various countries.

Po- 
lice said Mitchell had confessed and 
that they had found considerable 
loot in: his room. The “cat” timed 
his robberies so that he completed 
them in time to meet his wife, 22 
years old, who worked in a dress 
shop, and escort her home. 

“T never suspected my husband 
was a robber until two months 
ago,” the wife said. “We were 
married six years ago in St. Louis.”’ 
“I never smoke or drink and I 
never have gone to cabarets,” 
Mitchell told the police, adding 
that he stole to “get rich quick.” 
He had a bank book showing de- 
posits of $8000 in addition to $10,- 
000 worth of jewelry. 

His wife was arrested. 


NEW OIL WELL RUNS WILD 
IN ABANDONED TEXAS FIELD

BEAUMONT, Tex., Sept. 8.—An- 
other huge gusher ran wild in the 
famed Spindletop fjeld near here 
today in a lake of oil roped off 
by police and firemen to keep 
spectators from starting a fire. 
The flow was estiinated at appror- 
imately 1000 barrels an hour. 

The well came in Tuesday with 
a flow of about 1900 barrels a day 
at the 5000 foot level, When the 
tools were removed yesterday, 
drillers lost control as the pres- 
sure increased. 

Active development in the Spin- 
dletop field virtually ceased a de- 
cade ago when it was believed that 
the dome had yielded most of i‘s 
oil. Comparatively recent explor- 
ation of deeper levels resulted in 
more production. One of the first 
wells drilled in 1901, was rated at 
70.000 barrels a day.

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|Highway Body Favors Shade Thee 


On State Roads, But Lacks Funds 


Willing to Co-operate With Private Organiza- 
tions in Carrying Out Post-Dispatch Sug- 
gestions, Says Chief Engineer.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 8.— 
Following recent publication of the 
Canadian movement to place large 
shade trees along Government 
highways, and the Post-Dispatch 
editorial suggestion that Missouri 
initiate a similar movement, in- 
quiry was made today at the State 
Highway Department to ascertain 
the sentiment existing there toward 
such a plan. 

It was stated that such beautiff- 
cation of the State highways in 
Missouri is being started on a smal] 
scale by private organizations, with 
the co-operation of the State High- 
way Department, but the highway 
department is handicapped in car- 
rying out a general plan by the 
present road law, which does not 
permit use of State funds for such 
work. 

The American War Mothers, a 
patriotic organization, has been 
granted permission by the depart- 
ment to plant shade trees along 
State highways wherever the right 
of way is wide enough to permit 
planting the trees five feet back 
of the drainage ditches along the 
roads. 

Can’t Use State Funds. 

Mrs, H. C. Bogne of Kansas City, 
president of the organization, has 
taken up with the various chap- 
ters the matter of selecting loca- 
tions for trees to be planted as 
memorials to World War dead. 

“The department is in full ac- 
cord with the idea of planting 
shade trees along the highways,”’ 
said Chief Highway Engineer T. H. 
Cutler, “and will assist as far as 
possible any organizations or per- 
sons desiring to do this work. We 
cannot use State road funds for 
this purpose under the present law, 
and therefore the department it- 
self cannot buy the trees and do 
the work.” 

Cutler said he had made some 
investigation of the plan and had 
been in correspondence with other 
states. Elms, hard maples, oaks, 
certain varieties of poplar and sim- 
ilar trees have been suggested as 
the best types for the Missouri 
roads. 

Attempt to Save Trees. 

The department hag suggested 
planting the trees five feet back 
of the drainage ditches to avoid 
blocking of the ditches by the roots 
and to prevent too much shade on 
the roadways that would increase 
the maintenance requirements, 

The department has a _ standing 
order to its division organizations 


a 


and construction units to save 
shade trees when possible where 
roads are being constructed. In 
construction of a stretch of road 
recently near Chillicothe, Living- 
ston County, the head of one of 
the bureaus was sent there in an 
effort to devise a chan.re in grade 
that would save a large elm tree— 
& local landmark that stood in 
the middle of the route. 

The tree was left standing in the 
middle of the road when the road 
was graded, but the route could 
not be changed when the road was 
to be paved, without too much ex- 
pense, and it was necessary to de- 
troy the tree. 


War Mothers to Plant Trees. 


One obstacle in planting trees 
along some of the highways is that 
some of the right-of-way obtained 
for the roads is only 60 feet in 
width. The department recently 
adopted a policy of obtaining an 
80 foot right-of-way for all roads’ 
built hereafter. Cutler said that 
in some instances considerable dif- 
ficulty was eficountered in obtain- 
ing right-of-way, necessitating con- 
demnation and only enough land 
was taken to put in the road. 

In re-routing a stretch of high- 
way No. 50. for about five : iles 
west of Jefferson City. a right-of- 
way. 100 feet in width was ob- 
tained, Cutler said. Arrangemer‘s 
are being made by the American 
War Mothers to plant shade trees 
when the new road is built. High- 
way No. 50 is the Southern trans- 
State route between St. “.ouls and 
Kansas City. 

Grass Seed Plarted. 


Another method of beautifying 
the highways adopted by the de- 
partment, which also ha sa prac- 
tical side, is the planting of grass 
seed on the dirt shoulders of paved 
highways and on the side of fills. 
This not only improves the appear- 
ance of the roads, but the grass 
prevent washing away of the 
shoulders and sides of fills by heavy 
rains. 

The department is using a mix- 
ture of blue grass, rye and several 
other varieties of seeds that was 
recommended by the State College 
of Agriculture, varying with the 
types of soil in different sections 
of the State. The seed is planted 
as soon as construction of a project 
is completed. The maintenance 
patrols mow the grass several times 
each summer, Cutler’ said, and 
within a few years a smooth turf 
will be maintained along all of the 


paved roads. 


12,090 LEGIONNAIRES SAIL 
THIS WEEK FOR FRANCE 


New York State’s Delegation De- 
parts on Six Liners; Paris 
Convention Opens Sept. 18.

NEW YORK, Sept. 8.—Twelve 
thousand American Legionnaires 
are to take ship from this port 
for the Paris convention’ this 
week, and most of them depart 
today, their ranks augmented by 
2000 Gold Star mothers and war 
widows. 

Crowding on the liners, cheer- 
ing, singing and laughing, were 
veterans from Alaska to Florida, 
in uniform and in mufti, avid for 
this new pilgrimage to France. 

Those departing todf&y were 
largely of New York State’s dele- 
gation. Their ships were the Tus- 
cania, Acquitanes, Scythia and 
Carolina of the Cunard line, the 
De Grasse of the French line, and 
the Calendonia of the Anchor 
line. Three more liners will sail 
tomorrow and Saturday the Levia- 
than, the flagship of the Legion, 
will set sail. 

The convention will begin offi- 
clally Sept. 18, with the placing of 
a wreath upon the tomb of 
France’s Unknown Soldier. Half 
of this wreath will decorate the 
grave of America’s anonymous hero 
at the same time. For tomorrow 
in Arlington National Cemetery 
Gen. John J. Pershing and How- 
ard P. Savage, national legion com- 
jaander, will officiate at a memori- 
al ceremony corresponding to that 
scheduled for the convention’s 
opening. 


BLAMES RADICALS FOR CBISIS 
IN AUSTRALIAN RAIL DISPUTE 


Queensland Premicr Asserts Few 
Are Trying to Destroy Indus- 
try and Workers. 

Bye the Awsociated Prees. 

MELBOURNE, Australia, Sept. 
8.—The Queensland railway crisis 
was caused by a comparatively few 
extremists seeking to destroy an 
Australian industry and ruin the 
workers, in the opinion of S. M. 
Bruce, Premier of the common. 
wealth. Speaking at the constitu- 
tional Club yesterday he said they 
were mostly foreigners fattening on 
Australian workers. 

The Australian states, he _ said, 
should recognize equally with the 
commonwealth that Australia did 
not desire foreign extremists, add- 
ing emphatically: “If I had my way 
I would throw them out of Aus- 
tralia.” 

He asserted that the position had 
been reached in Queensland, where 
it was possible that the tigdustry of 
all Austsralia might aralyzed 


JAPANESE ALARMED 
BY CriINESE HATRED 


School Children in. Mukden, 
Manchuria, Guarded—Pro- 
tests to Chang Tso-lin.

TOKIO, Sept. 8.—Anti-Japanese 
demonsirations are continuing 
Mukden, Manchuria, official ie- 
ports say, and other similar man- 
ifestations are expected. The Jap- 
anese residents are uneasy, and it 
has been thought necessary to 
provide guards for their children 
on the way to and from school. 

The Japanese Minister to Chin‘, 
Kenkichi Yoshizawa, yesterday 
protested to Marshal Chang Tso- 


lin, the Manchurian military dic- 
tator, requesting him to take steps 
to end the disturbances. The Gov- 
ernment is awaiting a reply whith 
it expects will be satisfactory. 

A Foreign Office spokesman 
was non-committal when asked as 
to the possible steps to be taken 
by Japan in the event the disturb- 
ances. continue. Government of?i- 
cials seem mystified by the our- 
breaks, which they consider due 
to a misunderstanding regard‘ng 
Japan’s so-called positive policy ‘n 
Manchuria. 

It is intimated by some, how- 
ever, that what they term Chang 
Tso-lin's “overweening pride” s 
responsible. Moreover the opinion 
is expressed that the war lord. who 
for a long time past has not been 
popular with the Japanese gener- 
ally, will by his latest action lose 
the sympathy even of those who 
hitherto have been favorably ‘is- 
posed toward him. 

It is understood that the Japa- 
nese Premier, Baron Tanaka, for- 
merly reputed to be friendly to- 
ward Chang. is extremely incensed 
at him. 


Pekin dispatches last week said 
the Japanese Minister in aneintcr- 
view with Chang Tso-lin, had com- 
plained that China had never com- 
plied with certain articles of the 
1915 agreement, known as the 21 
demands. Among other things, he 
protested the building of railways 
which would compete with the 
South Manchurian Railway and 
the witholding of land leases from 
Japanese. He was said to have

TEMPORARY CHANGE 
MAY BE PERMANENT 


Adoption Now Is to Relieve 
Unemployment Situation, 
but Plan Has Sanction of 
the A. F. of L. 


The 5-day work week probably 
will be in effect generally among 
the building trades of St. Louis by 
Jan.\1, Maurice Cassidy. secretary 
of the Building Trades Council, 
said today. 

Electricians, plasterers and 
lathers went on the 6-day sched- 
ule last Saturday. Following their 
lead, the Building Trades Council, 
in its. regular meeting at Carpen- 
ters’ Hall last night, indorsed the 
5-day weck. , Consequently, the re- 
maing 15 building trades are ex- 
pected to vote.on the 5-day week 
one by one, so that eventually all 
the trades will be working 40 
hours instead of 44. 

The change, Cassidy said, will be 
gradual so that no existing con- 
tracts will be disrupted. The 65- 
day week, he added, has met gen- 
eral favor among building trade 
leaders, following indorsement of 
the reduced week by the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor at its 
Detroit convention Jast October. 
The building trades in New York, 
Boston, Seattle and other cities 
have been adopting it. 

The unions have hastened to 
adopt the 5-day week to relieve a 
tei.iporary unemployment situa- 
tion, Cassidy explained, but the ul- 
timate intent is to make it perma- 
nent,

The five-day week was discussed 
at length by the Trades Council 
in executive session. The objection 
that the reduced week, instead of 
helping local labor, would attract 
outside craftsmen was met by the 
assurance that regulations against 
outsiders would be more rigidly en- 
forced. 

The change to the _ § five-day 
schedule will be carried out with 
as little confusion as possible. Thus, 
the council decided, if bricklayers 
decide to stick to the 44-hour week, 
mortar mixers and hod carriers 
should follow suit. The change will 
mean an average weekly wage loss 
of $6 each to union workers. 

Aside from indorsing the five- 
day week, the Trades Council de- 
cided to try the experiment of la- 
beling every structure built entire- 
ly by union labor. Some kind of 
union label of metal or stone will 
be placed in the completed struc- 
ture. The label will have the ef- 
fect of guaranteeing the workman. 
ship, it was explained by Cassidy, 
who introduced the idea of the 
union label for buildings. 

An .°-hour day for all public 
work, whether done by contractors 
or by the city itself, and payment 
of the prevailing wage scale as pro- 
vided by a salary and compensa- 
tion ordinance, was demanded by 
the council. An ordinance to cov- 
er the demand will be suggested to 
the Board of Aldermen.

WASHINGTON, Sept. &8.—Secre- 
tary Mellon apparently will be for 
Charles Evans Hughes for the Re- 
publican presidential nomination if 
President Coolidge is out of the 
race.

However, it was made clear that 
Mellon believes Mr. Coolidge was 
sincere in seeking to drop out of 
the arena and that Mellon thinks 
very highly of Hughes. ~ 

He discussed presidential politics 
with Hughes on their trip from 
abroad on the Leviathan, it wus 
said, but no conclusion was reached. 
It was added that Mellon did most 
of the talking. 

That Melion will have the Penn- 
sylvania delegates at the next con- 
vention is a foregone conclusion. 
In all probability they will vote for 
him as a favorite son, on the open- 
ing ballots, and thereafter will vote 
for the candidate designated. by 
Mellon.

HAGUE COURT UPHOLDS 
TURKEY IN COLLISION CASE 


Presiding Judge Rules to Break 
Tie Vote; No International 
Taw Violated.

THE HAGUE, Netherlands, Sept. 
8.—The Permanent Court of Inter- 
national Justice today pronounced 
judgment in the Locus case be- 
tween France and Turkey, holding 
that Turkey’s action did not con- 
stitute a violation of the principles 
of international law. The Judges 
were equally divided, and the pres- 
ident of the court cast the deciding 
vote, 

The so-called Lotus case grew 
out of the collision between the 
French mafi steamér Lotus and the 
Turkish coast vessel Bozkurt in 
Greek waters near Mytilene on 
Aug. 4, 1925. Eight members of 
the Bozkurt’s crew were lost. 

The Turkish authorities arrested 
Lieut. Desmons, commander of the 
Lotus, and held him despite pro- 
tests from the french Government. 
Subsequently he was tried, convict- 
ed and sentenced to 60 days’ im- 
prisonment. Later he was allowed 
to return home pending an appeal. 

The dispute between France and 
Turkey over the incident continued 
for some time. Turkey contended 
that Desmons was guilty of negli- 
gence which caused the loss of the 
lives of Turkish Nationals and con- 
sequently Turkey was justified in 
arresting him in Turkish waters.

HE address of the Lord Chief Justice of 
England before the American Bar Asso- 
ciation was one of the most noteworthy ut- 
terances that distinguished body hag had 


the privilege of hearing in the course of its 
long life. That is saying a great deal, for 
the American Bar Association has heard the 
most distinguished lawyers on the bench 
and at the bar of America and Great Brit- 
ain. But it is not, we feel, saying too much. 

Our estimate of Lord Hewart’s remarks 
is based, however. not only upon their in- 
trinsic wisdom, for they are not nove] but 
rather the authoritative restatement of 
principles and conceptions inherent, we 
have supposed, in the American as in the 
British system of ordered liberty. It is 
chiefly based on their timeliness for Ameri- 
ca. No one in his audience at Buffalo and 
no one in the vaster audience which will 
read his words throughout the English- 
speaking world who is a believer in that 
system would question or challenge any- 
thing he sald of the evils of bureaucracy 
and of arbitrary power.

ON CHAMPIONSHIP BOUT 


KSD in Chain of Stations 
Granted Exclusive Right 
by Rickard. 


PY CHICAGO, SepL &.—Tex Rickard 
announced today that “the most 
extensive world-wide broadcast 
ever attempted” has been arranged 
for the Tunney-Dempsey fight here 
Sept. 22. 

The National Broadcasting Co. 
has been granted the exclusive 
right to broadcast the fight to the 
outside world, Rickard said, un- 
der the spqnsorship of the Scripps- 
Howard newspapers. Contracts 
were signed some time ago, the 
promoter added, but announcement 
was withheld pending the working 
out of details here. 

Undér the agreement with the 
Illinois Boxing Commission by 
which the fight was brought to 
Chicago, permission to broadcast 
the event was granted to some 
Chicago stations, but the National 
Broadcasting Co. is to contro] the 
chain broadcast. 

“Interest in the fight is keen in 
Europe, Central and South America 
and Australia,” Rickard said. “The 
new short wave system will be used 
to send Graham McNamee’s ring- 
side description to foreign coun- 
tries. Of course the great dif- 
ference in time will be an im- 
portant factor, as it probably will 
be between 3 and 4 o'clock in the 
morning in Europe, and when we 
cross the international date line in 
the Pacific, McNamee will be talk- 
ing into the next day.”

CHECKUP OF INCOME TAX FILE 
ADDS TO REVENUE OF STATE 


$25,000 Additional Has Been Col- 
lected and Assessments Have 
Increased, Attorney Says. 

Since a checkup of payment of 
State income tax payments in St. 
Louis and St. Louis County began 
three months ago, $25,000 has been 
added to revenue from the income 
tax and $1,500,000 to the assess- 
ment list, A. R. Morse, attorney 
representing State “ypditor Thomp- 
son, announced today. Three men 
recently completed the checkup of 
1925 returns in the city comparing 
them with returns to the Federal 
Government, and have started on 
St. Louis County. A check on the 
1926 returns in the city also has 
begun. 

In course of the three months 
2000 individuals who paid the Fed- 
eral tax but ignored the State were 
summoned to explain and to file 
State returns... The State has ac- 
cess to the lists of Federal income 
taxpayers, but not the amount paid 
by each. However, since the State 
exemptions are lower than those 
allowed by the Federal Govern- 
ment, every Federal income tax- 
payer would be subject to the State 
tax of 1 per cent on total income. 
The State income tax went into 
effect during the war. The State 
increased its efforts to collect the 
tax two years ago when Mayor Mil- 
ler admitted he never had paid the 
tax because he considered it illegal. 
The State sued him for payment.

Poor flour always gives a loaf 
of bread inferior in texture, flavor 
and color. It is never real econ- 
omy to buy cheap flour for bread 
making as it is apt to be more ex- 
pensive in the end, 

Yeast, too, must be of good qual- 
ity. If it has been kept too long 
or has become too dry, many of 
the little plants in a cake of yeast 
may be dead. This will make 
bread rise very slowly and never 
enough, and will cause strange 
flavors to develop in the bread. 


Bread dough may be spoiled in 
the handling... Overkneading is 
quite as bad as not enough. The 
dough becomes sticky and does not 
rise well in the oven, Too little 
kneading makes streaks in bread 
and an uneven texture in which 
lumps of dough are often found, 
Too stiff a dough will never rise 
well and has a green, unripened 
flavor. | 

Baking is the important part of 
making the perfect loaf of bread, 
If the oven is too cool when the 
bread is put in the ddugh keeps on 
rising for too long 4 time and « 
coarse, porous, overlight loaf re- 
sults. However, the last part of 
the rising must take place in the 
oven, so it is important that the 
oven is not too hot. This kills the 
yeast plants before the rising {é 
completed, and makes a quick 
crust over the surface which is 
uneven, one sided and probably 
broken open during the baking. 

Best results are obtained by long 
baking, a loaf of bread requiring 
about an hour in the oven. The 
temperature for the first 15 min- 
utes should be about 400 degrees 
F. and then lowered to moderate 
heat of 350 degrees F. for the rest
